Head Coach and Athletic Director 


New head man in Redskin 
athletic circles is Jack 
Curtice who replaced Ike 
Armstrong in mid-July when 
“Kickapoo Ike” pulled up 
stakes after 25 years to be- 
come athletic director for 
Minnesota's Golden Gophers. 

Jack is the affable and 

rugged mentor who led 
Texas Western to the nation's 
ground gaining leadership for 
two years in a row and who 
copped fourth in total offense 
last year. This bodes ill for 
the other five  old-guard 
teams of the late Skyline Six 
as well as for the two new- 
comers to what is now the 
Skyline Fight. 
NA commander in the Navy, 
Jack also has turned out top 
basketball teams and, time 
and again, has demonstrated 
his talents in booming up 
business for his former in- 
stitutions. 

Back in 1928 he set the TD pass record which stood as a national 
mark for many years. He pitched 23 strikes in one season--and 
hasn't forgotten that passing not only scores points but keeps patrons 
on their feet so much that they don't wear out the stadium seats 
so rapidly. 

Jack (Pappy) Curtice was born in Glascow, Ken., on May 24, 1907. 
As a youngster he spent several summers on his father's ranch in 
Calgary, Alta., Canada. He went to high school in Louisville and 
played on the mythical national championship high school football 
team in 1925. 

Following his memorable years at Transylvania he coached at 
West Texas State and Texas Western. In special assignments he 
joined Frank Leahy to guide the College All-Stars to a 16-0 win over 
the Chicago Bears a few years back and, for British War Relief, 
coached the Southwest All-Stars to a 39-0 victory over St. Mary's. 
His final game for Teaxs Western was a 33-20 victory over George- 
town in the Sun Bowl last New Years Day. 

There's much to be said about Jack Curtice, his charming wife 
and two peppy youngsters, his won lost record of just a shade off 
8070 (118 games won, 32 lost and 3 tied), and his dynamic personality.
